0 Arrangements for accommodations can be made as late as the day before a student
starts the Smarter field test; however, those arrangements will need to be
accomplished at the system level. System test coordinators will coordinate these
efforts and input the information. OPI will provide training.
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Scheduling Tips

0 Since there are no predetermined break points in the Computer Adaptive Test (CAT)
or Performance Tasks (PT), students can work on the test during one scheduled test
period and then continue the test during the next scheduled test period. On the CAT,
they will not be able to return to the items they answered the prior day, but they will
be able to continue the rest of the test.

0 All students will participate in the performance tasks as well as the Computer
Adaptive Test.

0 A timing table will be included in the upcoming JUMP.

0 All students in grades 4, 8, and 10 in public and private accredited schools will
participate in the CRT Science.

0 Alleligible students in grades 3- 8, and 10 in public and private accredited schools
will participate in the Reading and Math CRT-Alternate.
